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CANAL  REGULATIONS. 


Supervisors. 

The  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners ,  s/hiZZ  appoint 
Supervisors  to  take  charge  of  such  portions  of  the  Ca¬ 
nals  and  Rail  Roads ,  as  shall  he  fin  ished  for  public  use, 
and  the  said  Supervisors  are  hereby  required  to  file  a 
bond ,  with  two  or  more  substantial  sureties  to  be  ap¬ 
proved  of  by  the  Governor,  in  the  office  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  penalty  of  said  bond 
to  be  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  accounting  and  settling  of  any  sum  or 
sums  of  money,  tvliich  he  may  from  time  to  time  draw 
from  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  Canal  Commission¬ 
ers  for  the  purpose  of  being  expended  in  repairs ,  and 
conditioned  for  the  performance  of  all  other  duties  of 
his  office :  Provided,  That  no  Supervisor  shall  be 
allowed  at  any  one  time  to  have  more  than  5,000  dol¬ 
lars  in  his  hands  unaccounted  for,  and  his  accounts 
shall  be  audited  and  settled  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
accounts  of  Superintendents  of  lines  are  now  settled. — 

[See  the  9th  Section  of  the  Act  of  6th  April,  1830.] 

§  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Supervisor  to  SuperviaBTS 
examine  frequently  and  carefully  into  the  state  of  the  to  make  re- 
Canal  and  works  committed  to  his  charge.  To  direct  Pairs* 
aud  cause  to  be  made,  and  superintend  the  necessary 
repairs,  under  the  direction  of  the  Principal  Engineer. 

To  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  the  supply  of  ma¬ 
terials,  and  the  performance  of  labor. 

§2.  Supervisors  shall,  in  making  all  necessary 
repairs,  conform  to  the  general  plan  of  the  Canal. —  Manner  of 
They  shall  use  the  best  materials  that  can  be  procured,  re' 

and  so  construct  the  repairs  as  to  preserve  the  utility 
and  add  to  the  permanence  and  stability  of  the  work. 


§3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Supervisor,  him- 
self,  to  Lire  such  laborers,  wagons  and  carts,  and  to  .borers!11* 
inaake  the  purchase  of  such  materials  and  tools  as  may

I>e  necessary  for  the  preservation  and  repair  of  the  Ca¬ 
nal  ;  also,  personally  to  make  payment  to  each  indi¬ 
vidual  employed,  and  on  each  debt  created,  and  to  take 
hills  and  receipts  for  such  payments. 

§  4.  Supervisors  are  not  allowed  to  place  moneys 
in  the  hands  of  their  foremen  or  other  persons,  for  the 
payment  of  the  men  employed  under  them. 

§  5.  The  foremen  hired  by  the  several  Supervi¬ 
sors,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  keep  boarding  houses  for 
the  men  employed  to  make  repairs,  nor  shall  they  in 
any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  concerned  in  hiring 
hands,  making  payments  of  wages,  or  purchasing  tools 
or  materials  used  on  the  Canal,  under  their  care. 

§  6.  Whenever  any  serious  or  extensive  breach 
shall  occur  upon  any  portion  of  the  Canal,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  nearest  Supervisor  to  the  breach,  to 
render  every  aid  and  assistance  in  his  power,  to  the 
proper  Supervisor  of  the  line  upon  which  such  breach 
shall  occur. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisors,  to 
keep  water  in  the  canal  while  the  navigation  is  closed 
in  the  winter,  unless  when  necessary  to  be  drawn  off 
for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs. 

§  8.  Each  Supervisor  is  required  ta  reduce  his 
force  of  hands,  during  the  winter,  to  the  least  possible 
number,  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  Canal. 

$9.  The  Supervisors  are  directed,  in  the  spring, 
to  open  for  navigation  their  respective  lines,  at  as  ear¬ 
ly  a  period  as  the  state  of  the  season  and  the  ice  on 
the  Canal  will  permit. 

.§  10.  Each  Supervisor  is  authorised  to  appointlock- 
keeperS,  and  to  iill  any  vacancies  which  may  take  place 
upon  the  line  under  his  charge,  subject  to  the  approba¬ 
tion  of  the  board  of  Canal  Commissioners. 

* 

§11.  Each  Supervisor  is  empowered,  upon  the 
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line  of  Canal  under  his  charge,  to  dismiss  from  the 
service  of  the  Commonwealth,  any  lock-keeper  who 
may  be  guilty  of  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty.  And 
he  shall  forthwith  report  his  proceedings  to  the  board, 
together  with  the  reasons  for  any  dismissal  he  may 
make. 

§  12.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  a  Supervisor, 
the  trade  upon  his  line  shall  require  it,  he  may  author¬ 
ise  any  lock-keeper  in  writing,  who  has  charge  of  more 
than  one  lock,  to  hire  an  assistant,  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
probation  of  the  board,  and  in  such  case  the  lock-kee¬ 
per  shall  be  allowed  the  pay  for  attending  two  single 
locks,  during  the  time  the  assistant  may  or  shall  be  ne¬ 
cessarily  employed. 

§  13.  Each  Supervisor  shall  accompany  the  board 
of  appraisers  of  damages  along  his  line,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  communicating  to  them  such  information  as 
may  be  in  his  possession,  respecting  the  claims  of  per¬ 
sons  who  have  appealed  from  the  offers  of  compensa¬ 
tion  for  damages  made  by  the  Canal  Commissioners. 

Collectors. 

By  the  3 d  section  of  the  act  of  the  25th  of  February? 
1826,  the  Canal  Commissimers  are  authorized  to  ap¬ 
point  toll- gatherers,  and  to  establish  reasonable  toll. 
And  by  the  3d  section  of  the  act  of  the  10 th  of  April , 
1828,  the  Canal  Commissioners  are  required  to  take 
bonds ,  with  sufficient  surety ,  from  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons ,  who  may  be  appointed  toll  collector  on  the  Venn- 
sylvania  Canal ,  ivhicli  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ,  and  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duty  of  such  toll  col¬ 
lector,  and  to  account  for,  and  pay  over  all  moneys  they 
may  receive ,  arising  from  tolls  on  said  Canal,  at  such 
time,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  Canal  Commissioners 
may  require. 

§  14.  The  Collectors  of  tolls,  before  they  enter 
on  their  respective  duties,  shall  enter  into  bonds  to 
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Collectors  ac¬ 
counts.

The  Collectors  at  the  Freeport  Aqueduct ,  and  at  the 
aqueducts  over  the  Juniata  river,  each,  in  the 
penal  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars: 

For  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required 
of  them  respectively,  and  fur  accounting  for  all  moneys 
that  may  come  to  their  hands — which  bonds  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General. 

§  15.  The  Collectors  shall  keep  accounts  of  all 
tolls  received  by  them,  in  such  form  as  shall  be  pre¬ 
scribed  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Auditor  General,  and 
shall  deposit  in  his  office  such  original  hooks  of  ac¬ 
count,  together  with  such  clearances  and  other  papers 
as  he  shall  require. 

§  16.  They  shall  deposit  the  moneys  received  by 
them  for  tolls  or  otherwise,  at  such  time,  and  in  such 
manner,  as  the  State  Treasurer  shall  direct,  and  if 
any  Collector  shall  neglect  to  deposit  according  to  such 
directions,  the  State  Treasurer  is  requested  to  report 
such  Collector,  forthwith  to  the  board  of  Canal  Com¬ 
missioners. 

§>  17.  In  cases  where  tolls  have  been  erroneously 
paid  to  Collectors,  or  where  property  on  which  tolls 
have  been  paid,  has  been  prevented  from  proceeding  by 
the  Canal  to  its  place  of  destination,  in  consequence  of 
a  breach  in  the  Canal  or  obstruction  by  ice.  The  Col¬ 
lector  to  whom  such  tolls  have  been  paid  is  authorised 
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under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Auditor  General,  to  allow  the  person  or  persons 
having  paid  such  tolls,  an  equitable  credit  in  the 
payment  of  tolls  subsequently  chargeable  to  him  or 
them,  for  navigating  the  Canal. 

§  18.  Every  boat,  raft'  or  other  craft,  navigating  n  f  r  na 
the.  Canal  shall  be  charged  toll  for  navigating  the  pools  viga0ting0poois 
or  slack- water  connected  with  the  Canal,  in  whatever 
manner  such  craft  may  be  drawn  or  moved  along  the 
same. 


§>  19.  The  Collectors  of  Canal  tolls  are  required  to  Collector9 10 
keep  an  account  of  the  amount  of  property,  in  tons  or  oth-  report  ton- 
erwise,  and  the  kinds  thereof,  conveyed  upon  the  Penn-  nase- 
sylvania  C  anal  and  Rail- way,  daring  the  year  ending  on 
the  31st  of  October  annually,  designating  how  much  and 
what  kind  was  couveyed  west  from  Philadelphia,  and 
east  from  Pittsburg,  and  to  and  from  all  other  places,  in 
either  direction  from  their  offices,  and  make  return  there¬ 
of  to  the  Canal  Commissioners,  along  with  their  an¬ 
nual  report  of  the  amount  of  tolls  received,  in  such 
form  as  the  Canal  Commissioners  shall  from  time  to 
time  prescribe. 

Public  Property. 

BY  THE  ACT  OF  THE  EIGHTH  OF  APRIL  1833, 

All  property  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth ,  upon 
the  Pennsylvania  Canal  and  Pail  Poad ,  shall  be  ex¬ 
empt  from  taxation. 

§>  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers,  agents  and  officers  t0 
persons  employed  by  or  under  the  Canal  Commission-  take  care  of 
crs,  to  preserve  and  take  care  of  all  books,  papers,  public  proper- 
maps,  documents,  instruments  and  other  things,  the  ty‘ 
property  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  may  come  into 
their  possession;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  offi¬ 
cer  and  agent  leaving  the  service  of  the  commonwealth,  j)eiivery  0f  to 
to  surrender  up,  and  deliver  over,  to  his  successor  or  successors, 
other  person  duly  authorised  to  receive  the  same,  all 
the  books,  papers,  vouchers,  documents  and  instru- 
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merits,  pertaining  to  his  office,  and  all  other  things 
whatever,  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth,  which 
may  be  in  his  possession  or  subject  to  his  control.  And 
all  officers,  agents  and  persons  so  employed,  who  are 
not  required  by  law  to  give  bonds  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  who  shall  violate  this  regulation,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars.

The  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners  shall  have  ^pow¬ 
er  from  time  to  time ,  to  make  such  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State ,  in 
respect  to  the  size  and  structure  of  boats ,  rafts  and 
other  floats  on  the  ivaters  of  the  Canal ,  the  weighing 
and  inspecting  of  boats  and  their  lading ,  the  collection 
of  tolls,  and  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
the  navigation  of  the  canal ,  and  impose  such  fines  and 
penalties  for  the  breach  of  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  they  may  judge  reasonable:  Provided,  That  no 
fine  or  penalty  so  imposed ,  shall  for  a  single  offence 
exceed  the  sum  of  twenty -five  dollars . 


Regulations  and  Penalties  concerning  the  Navigation 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Canal ,  and  the  Collection  of 
Tolls ,  adopted  by  the  Canal  Commissioners. 

Of  the  Registry  of  Boats. 

Certificate  of  §  23.  The  owners  of  every  boat  navigating  the  ca- 
Registry.  nal,  shall  subscribe  and  deliver  to  the  collector,  of 
whom  the  first  clearance  for  such  boat  shall  be  deman¬ 
ded,  a  certificate  to  be  entitled  a  “certificate  of  regis- 
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try,”  containing  the  names  of  such  owners,  and  their 
respective  places  of  abode,  and  also  the  name  of  the 
boat,  and  of  some  place  as  that  where  it  is  owned. — 

If  the  owners  shall  reside  out  of  the  state,  the  certifi¬ 
cate  of  registry  shall  be  signed  and  delivered  by  the 
master  of  the  boat,  as  the  owner  thereof. 

§  24.  If  the  master  of  a  boat,  the  owners  of  which 
reside  out  of  the  state,  shall  be  changed  after  he  shall 
have  delivered  such  certificate,  the  new  master  shall 
sign  and  deliver  a  proper  certificate  of  registry  to  the 
collector,  of  whom  he  shall  first  require  a  clearance. 

§  25.  Every  collector  receiving  a  certificate  of  reg-  Co1 

istry,  shall  sign  an  acknowledgement  of  the  receipt 
thereof,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  master  of  the  boat, 
and  shall  without  delay  transmit  the  certificate  receiv¬ 
ed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Canal  Commissioners. 

§  26.  The  Secretary  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  Dut  of  s, 
shall  make  a  register  of  all  boats  navigating  the  Canal,  cretary. 
which  shall  be  kept  in  the  Canal  Commissioners5  office, 
and  the  name  of  no  registered  boat  shall  be  changed 
without  the  order  of  the  said  Secretary. 

§  27.  If  any  person  residing  within  the  state,  claim-  Register  ho« 
ing  to  be  the  owners  of  a  registered  boat  by  a  transfer  changed, 
from  its  former  owners,  shall  produce  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Canal  Commissioners,  due  proof  of  such  trans¬ 
fer,  and  shall  deliver  him  a  new  certificate  of  registry 
signed  by  themselves ;  the  said  Secretary  shall  change 
the  register  of  such  boat  so  as  to  correspond  with  such 
new  certificate. 

§28.  The  Secretary  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  copies  to  Coi- 
sliall  from  time  to  time,  transmit  to  the  several  Collec- lectors* 
tors,  a  certified  copy  of  the  register  of  boats  in  the  Ca¬ 
nal  Commissioners5  office,  and  of  the  several  changes 
made  therein. 

§29.  No  clearance  shall  be  granted  to  any  boat,  clearances 
unless  the  collector  of  whom  it  is  required,  shall  when  granted 
have  evidence  that  such  boat  is  duly  registered,  or  if 
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it  be  not  registered,  until  the  master  thereof  shall  have 
delivered  to  such  collector  a  proper  certificate  of  regis¬ 
try,  or  have  exhibited  to  him  the  receipt  of  some  other 
collector,  for  such  certificate.

weighed  light  §  33.  The  master  or  owner  of  every  boat  naviga¬ 
ting  the  Canal  and  carrying  freight,  shall  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  Weigh  Locks  now  in  progress  are 
erected,  and  annually  thereafter,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  June,  procure  to  be  ascertained  by  actual 
weight  at  some  one  of  the  said  Weigh  Locks,  the  true 
light  weight  of  his  boat.  And  the  weigh-master,  Aveigh- 
ing  every  such  boat,  shall  give  to  the  master  or  owner 
presenting  the  boat  at  the  Weigh  Lock,  a  certificate 
stating  the  true  light  weight  of  such  boat,  as  ascertain¬ 
ed  by  his  Weigh  Lock,  and  stating  in  every  such  cer¬ 
tificate  the  accurate  measure  of  the  water  in  the  boat 
when  so  weighed. 
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§34.  Every  weigh -master  shall  keep  in  his  office  Register  to  be 
an  alphabetical  register,  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  k  pt 
name  of  every  boat  so  weighed  at  his  Weigh  Lock; 
the  date  when  weighed — the  light  weight  of  the  boat, 
and  the  measure  of  the  water  in  the  boat  at  the  time  of 
such  weighing. 

§  35.  Every  boat  before  being  weighed  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  ascertaining  the  light  weight,  shall  be  as  near-  When  weigh- 
ly  cleared  of  the  water  on  board  as  is  practicable,  with  0f  water, 
ordinary  care  and  pains.  And  every  weigh-master 
and  his  assistants,  shall  use  all  possible  vigilance  to  see 
that  this  is  done  before  the  boat  is  weighed. 

§  36.  No  greater  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the  Deduction  on 
weight  of  any  boat  and  cargo,  on  account  of  water  in  account  of 
the  boat,  by  any  weigh-master  weighing  a  loaded  boat,  water> 
than  the  amount  of  the  water  credited  and  registered 
to  said  boat  when  last  weighed  light. 

§  87.  Every  master  or  owner  of  any  boat  naviga¬ 
ting  the  Canal,  who  shall  omit  to  cause  the  light  weight  Penalty’ 
of  his  boat  to  be  ascertained  in  the  manner  before 
prescribed,  shall  for  every  boat  owned  or  navigated  by 
him,  and  the  light  weight  of  which  shall  not  be  so  as¬ 
certained,  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  25  dollars. 


§  38.  Every  person  secreting  water  in  any  boat,  or 
using  means  to  prevent  the  fair  discharge  of  the  water  Frauds’ 
from  any  boat  about  to  be  weighed  light,  or  depositing, 
or  secreting  any  other  article,  in  any  boat  about  to  be 
weighed  light,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  make 
the  apparent  light  weight  of  any  such  boat,  greater 
than  the  real  light  weight  of  the  same,  and  every  per¬ 
son  w7lio  shall  be  aiding,  assisting  or  consenting  to  any 
such  fraud,  or  who  shall  present  any  boat  at  a  weigh 
lock  to  be  weighed  light,  under  any  of  the  frauds  or  Penalty* 
disguises  above  referred  to,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  offence  a  penalty  of  25  dollars. 

§  39.  Every  weigh-master,  or  in  his  absence,  his 
assistant,  whenever  he  may  believe  it  necessary  to  do 
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so,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  order  any  emp- 
Duty  of  ty  boat  passing  his  weigh  lock  or  lying  within  a  con- 
ecrsfhmaS"  venient  distance  from  the  same,  to  go  into  the  lock  and 
be  weighed,  and  every  master  or  owner  of  any  boat,  or 
any  other  person  having  charge  of  the  same,  who  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  such  order,  shall  for  every 
such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars. 

§  40.  The  master  or  owner  of  every  new  boat  na- 
Light  weight  vigating  the  Canal  and  carrying  freight,  which  shall 
of  new  boats,  take  its  first  clearance  on  the  Canal,  on  or  after  the 
first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  shall  within  thirty 
days  from  the  time  of  obtaining  such  clearance,  cause 
the  true  light  weight  of  his  boat  to  be  ascertained,  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  33d  regulation  ;  and  all 
the  other  regulations  concerning  the  weighing  of  boats 
shall  be  applicable  to  such  new  boat,  and  to  the  mas¬ 
ter,  owner  and  other  persons  connected  therewith. 

§41.  Any  person  having  charge  of  any  float,  who 
Penalty  shall  refuse  to  take  his  float  into  a  weigh  lock  when 
required  by  a  collector  or  weigh-master,  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Inspection  of  Cargoes. 

§  42.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Collector  of  tolls 
on  the  Canal,  and  he  is  hereby  enjoined,  carefully  to 
^inspection  examine  and  inspect  the  cargo  of  every  boat  or  other 
*  cargoes*  float  applying  for  a  clearance,  or  passing  by  his  office  ; 

and  the  clerks  already  appointed,  or  such  as  may  be 
hereafter  appointed  by  Collectors,  are  hereby  constitu¬ 
ted  Inspectors,  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  Collec¬ 
tors,  shall  make  the  examination  and  inspection  requi¬ 
red  by  this  regulation. 

§43.  When  any  boat,  scow  or  other  craft  naviga¬ 
ting  the  Canal  shall  be  laden  with  articles  paying  dif- 
Am-g^ontft^nt  rates  bf  tolls,  or  with  articles  some  of  which 
inspection. °r shall  be  chargeable  with  tolls  by  weight,  and  others 
by  measure  or  count,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mas¬ 
ter  or  owner  so  to  arrange  the  said  lading,  that  the  sev- 
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eral  collectors,  inspectors  and  weigh-masters  on  the 
Canal,  can  conveniently  examine  and  inspect  the  same, 
and  if  not  so  arranged  the  master  or  owner  shall,  at  his 
own  expense,  when  required  by  any  collector,  inspec¬ 
tor  or  weigh-master  unlade,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
said  cargo,  so  as  to  furnish  all  the  necessary  informa¬ 
tion,  for  the  purpose  of  imposing  tolls  or  detecting  and 
preventing  frauds ;  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  or  refus¬ 
al  of  any  master  or  owner  to  comply  with  this  regula¬ 
tion,  the  whole  cargo  of  such  boat,  scow  or  other  craft, 
shall  be  charged  with  tolls  at  the  rate  of  those  articles 
on  board  paying  the  highest  rates  of  toll. 

Of  Clearances  and  the  Collection  of  Tolls. 


§  44.  No  float  shall  depart  from  any  place  where 
a  Collector’s  office  is  situated,  without  obtaining  a 
clearance,  and  for  every  violation  of  this  regulation, 
the  owner,  master  or  navigator  of  such  float  shall 
he  liable  to  a  fine  of  20  dollars.

§  45.  Every  Collector  is  required  to  give  a  sepa-  separate 
rate  clearance  upon,  and  for  every  float  clearing  from  clearance, 
his  office  upon  the  Canal,  and  no  part  of  the  cargo  of 
any  float  shall  be  cleared  to  a  place  beyond  that  to 
which  the  boat  is  cleared. 

§  46.  No  float  shall  be  charged  for  a  less  distance  No  charge 
than  one  mile,  nor  less  toll  at  any  one  time  than  twen-  Jance  than  a 
tyffive  cents.  mile. 

§  47.  No  boat  shall  be  cleared  from  a  place  where 
there  is  a  Weigh  Lock,  without  having  the  weight  or 
quantity  of  its  cargo  ascertained,  either  by  weighing,  Cargo  to  be 
measuring  or  counting  ;  and  every  boat  which  shall  be  we*shed. 
cleared  from  a  Collector’s  office  where  there  is  no  weigh 
lock,  and  whose  cargo  has  not  been  ascertained  by  the 
Collector,  shall  be  stopped  and  weighed  at  the  first 
weigh  lock  at  which  it  arrives,  after  its  clearance. 

§48.  In  all  cases  where  any  Collector  or  Inspector 
shall  ascertain  the  true  weight  or  quantity  of  a  boat’s 
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cargo,  lie  shall  certify  the  same  on  its  clearance  ;  and 
Certificate  in  all  cases  where  he  shall  not  ascertain  the  weight  or 
of  weight.  qnantity,  he  shall  endorse  on  the  clearance  an  order 
for  the  boat  to  stop  at  the  first  weigh  lock  at  which  it 
arrives,  and  be  weighed  ;  but  the  endorsement  of  a 
Collector  or  Inspector  that  the  cargo  is  correct,  shall 
not  be  an  authority  for  a  boat  to  pass  any  weigh-lock 
or  Collector’s  office,  without  undergoing  an  inspection, 
by  weighing,  measuring  or  counting:  Provided ,  Such 
rans.ntentS  °f inspection  shall  be  considered  proper  by  any  collector, 
weigh  master  or  inspector — and  no  clearance  shall  be 
given  for  any  raft,  until  the  quantity  contained  therein 
shall  be  ascertained  by  actual  measurement  or  count. 


§>  49.  Every  master  of  a  boat  conveying  property 
on  the  canal,  shall  exhibit  to  the  several  collectors 
Bill  of  lading  hereafter  mentioned,  a  just  and  true  account,  or  bill  of 
lading  of  such  property,  signed  by  himself  and  by  the 
consignor  thereof,  and  containing: 

I.  The  name  of  each  place  on  the  canal,  where  any 
its  contents.  portion  of  such  property  was  shipped,  and 

of  the  place  for  which  it  is  intended  to  be 
cleared. 


II.  A  statement  of  the  weight  of  all  the  articles  of 
such  property,  on  which  toll  is  charged  by 
the  ton  or  one  thousand  pounds,  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  articles  on  which  toll  is  charged  by 
the  number,  and  of  the  feet  of  each  article  on 
which  toll  is  charged  by  the  foot. 

III.  A  specification  of  the  weight  or  quantity  of  each 
article,  where  a  different  rate  of  toll  is  char¬ 
ged  on  different  articles,  on  which  toll  is  so 
computed.  And  in  case  of  the  neglect  or  re¬ 
fusal  of  any  master  or  owner,  to  comply  with 
the  second  and  third  articles  of  this  regula¬ 
tion,  the  whole  cargo  shall  be  charged  with 
tolls  at  the  rate  of  those  articles  on  board  pay¬ 
ing  the  highest  rate  of  toll. 
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Every  such  account  or  bill  of  lading  shall  be  exhibited : 

I.  To  every  collector  of  whom  a  clearance  shall  be 
required. 

II.  To  every  collector  whose  office  shall  be  the  next  Tobeexhi- 
in  order,  in  the  course  of  the  voyage,  to  the  bltod- 
place  where  a  clearance  shall  have  been  given. 

III.  To  every  collector,  at  a  place  where  any  portion 

of  the  cargo  shall  be  unladen,  or  any  addi¬ 
tional  cargo  be  received,  or  if  there  be  no  col¬ 
lector  at  such  place,  to  the  collector  whose 
office  shall  be  next  in  order  in  the  course  of 
the  voyage. 

IV.  To  every  other  collector  who  shall  demand  such 

account  or  bill  of  lading  to  be  exhibited. 

§  50.  The  owners,  masters  or  navigators  of  floats

passing  on  the  canal,  are  required  to  stop  with  their  be  exhibited, 
floats  at  every  collector’s,  inspector’s  and  weigh-mas- 
ter’s  office,  and  exhibit  their  clearance  or  bill  of  lading, 
and  they  are  also  directed  to  exhibit  their  clearance 
to  the  first  and  second  lock  keepers  after  having  left  a 
collector’s  office,  and  to  every  lock  keeper  designated 
to  grant  permits. 

§51.  If  there  shall  be  no  collector’s  office  nor  u. 
lock-keeper  designated  to  grant  permits,  at  the  place 
where  any  articles  shall  be  laden,  or  lumber  shall 
be  rafted,  nor  at  the  place  of  their  delivery,  nor 
at  any  intermediate  place,  the  master  of  the  boat  or 
raft  shall  within  ten  days  after  the  delivery  of  such 
articles  or  lumber,  exhibit  the  bill  of  lading  thereof  to 
the  collector,  whose  office  shall  be  nearest  to  the  place 
of  such  delivery,  and  shall  pay  to  such  collector,  the 
tolls  due  on  such  articles  or  lumber,  and  every  master 
who  shall  omit  to  exhibit  such  bill,  and  to  pay  such 
tolls  within  the  period  so  limited,  shall  for  every  of¬ 
fence  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars.

his  permit  to  the  Collector  to  whom  he  is  directed  to 
exhibit  his  bill  of  lading,  and  pay  his  toll ;  and  every 
master  who  shall  navigate  the  canal  without  such  per¬ 
mit,  or  shall  omit  to  deliver  such  permit  and  pay  the 
Penalty,  tolls  within  ten  days,  shall  for  every  offence  be  subject¬ 
ed  to  a  penalty  of  fifteen  dollars* 

§  54.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collectors  to  fur- 
Biank  per-nish  the  lock-keepers  designated  to  grant  permits, 
,t0  be  with  blank  permits  and  registers,  in  such  form  as  the 
umis  e  °  Auditor  General  may  direct.  And  it  shall  be  the  du¬ 
ty  of  every  lock-keeper  so  designated,  to  transmit  a 
copy  of  his  Register  to  the  proper  Collector,  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  or  oftener  if  required. 

#  §  55.  Every  master  of  a  boat  navigating  the  canal, 

lading bta  bf  who  shall  omit  to  deliver  a  true  bill  of  lading,  to  any 
delivered.  Collector  when  required,  or  shall  deliver  any  articles 
mentioned  in  a  bill  of  lading,  at  a  place  beyond  that 
to  which  they  shall  be  cleared,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars. 

Penalty.  §56.  Every  person  who  shall  sign  or  deliver  to  any 
Collector  a  false  bill  of  lading,  shall  pay  on  all  proper¬

And  for  every  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  owner,  mas¬ 
ter  or  navigator  of  such  float,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars. 

§  60.  No  boat  shall  proceed  beyond  the  place  to 
which  it  shall  be  cleared,  nor  unlade  any  article  of  its  be^deilverld 
cargo  before  or  after  its  arrival  at  the  place  for  which  to  Collectors, 
such  articles  are  cleared,  nor  proceed  beyond  such  place, 
until  the  master  thereof  shall  have  delivered  the  clear¬ 
ance  of  such  boat  or  articles  to  the  Collector,  at  the 
place  for  which  they  are  cleared. 

§  61  If  there  be  no  Collector  at  such  place,  the 
master  shall  deliver  the  clearance  of  the  boat  or  arti- 
cles  to  the  last  Collector,  whose  office  shall  be  passed 
by  the  boat  in  the  order  of  its  voyage,  and  shall  re¬ 
ceive  a  permit  from  such  Collector,  to  proceed  to  the 
place  to  which  it  is  cleared.

§  62.  Every  master  who  shall  omit  to  deliver  a 
Penalty.  clearance  to  the  Collector  to  whom  the  same  ought  to 
he  delivered;  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

§>  63.  Every  Collector  issuing  any  clearance,  or  in 
Copies  of  whose  office  any  clearance  is  on  file,  shall,  whenever 
clearances,  requested,  give  a  certified  copy  thereof,  with  the  ad¬ 
ditional  cargo  entered  thereon,  and  the  several  in¬ 
dorsements  of  other  Collectors.

§  69.  For  the  purpose  of  detecting  mistakes,  errors 
or  frauds,  in  the  shipments  of  property  upon  the  canal, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  collectors  of  tolls,  to  call  upon 
the  persons  employed  in  the  forwarding  business  at 
their  respective  stores  or  ware  houses.

Any  clerk  duly  authorized  by  a  collector, 
crsof  may  perform  all  the  duties  and  exercise  all  the  pow¬ 
ers  legally  appertaining  to  such  collector  during  his 
necessary  absence,  and  the  collector  shall  be  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  acts  of  such  clerk.

§79.  The  master  or  person  having  charge  of  any 
float,  'who  shall  refuse  to  make  such  affidavit  as  any 
collector  is  authorised  to  require,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  fifteen  dollars ;  or  such  collector  may  refuse 
such  master  or  other  person  a  clearance,  until  he  shall 
make  the  affidavit  required. 

Of  the  Navigation  and  Protection  of  the 

Canal. 

§  80.  Every  float  passing  on  the  Pennsylvania  Ca¬ 
nal,  is  required  at  all  times  during  the  night,  to  carry 
a  conspicuous  light  on  the  bow  or  forward  end  of  the 
same,  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision,  the 
master,  owner  or  navigator  of  such  float,  shall  be  sub¬ 
jected  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars. 

§81.  No  float  shall  lade  or  unlade,  or  unnecessa¬ 
rily  stop,  lie  by,  or  be  moored  within  twenty  rods  of 
any  lock,  except  in  a  basin  ;  and  every  master,  owner 
or  navigator  of  any  float,  who  shall  violate  this  pro¬ 
vision,  shall  be  subjected  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars.

hands  in  his  employ ;  and  every  person  violating  thi^ 
regulation  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars.

aAN  ACT  to  protect  the  public  in  full  benefit  and  enjoyment  of 
the  works  constructed  for  the  purposes  of  inland  navigation. 

u  Sect.  1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  That 
Penalty  on  every  person  who  shall  wilfully  lead  or  drive  any 
persons  for  horse,  ox,  ass,  mule,  sheep,  swine  or  other  cattle,  up- 
pathforbenn011  the  towing  path  or  berm  bank  of  any  canal  or  pool, 
banks  ^except  forming  part  of  an  artificial  navigation,  constructed 
boats  &cf  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  except  for  the  purpose  of  towing  boats,  craft  or
